OTTO  SGHIA 

A Fond  Remembrance  by  William  Fox  Steinberg 

To  new  collectors,  the  name  Otto  Sghia  means  nothing.  But  to  numismatists  of 
the  past  fifty  years,  the  name  brings  forth  fond  memories.  Otfo  was  devoted  to  coin 
collecting  and  gave  a helping  hand  to  numismatics  unst i nt i ngl y . He  loved  the  coins 
and  their  history  and  gave  many  talks  at  coin  clubs. 


He  founded  the  Bronx  Coin  Club  in  1933  and  was  its  first  president.  He  was  an 
old  time  member  of  the  New  Yor!c  Numismatic  Club,  Brooklyn  Coin  Club,  ANA,  ANS  and 
many  others. After  retirememnt,  he  helped  found  a number  of  coin  clubs  in  Florida 
including  the  Key  West  and  Miami  Clubs. 


Now,  by  a stroke  of  good  fortune,  some  of  the  Hard  Times  Tokens  that  were  his 
greatest  love  have  been  recovered.  His  friends  remember  how  carefully  he  brushed 
them  with  a camels  hair  brush,  how  lovingly  he  wrapped  each  In  a special  tissue, 
how  happy  he  was  to  display  theiji  at  leading  coin  conventions. 


We  all  miss  him  just  as  much  now  as  we  have  for  so  many  years.  Rest  In  peace,

Lot  1:  Low  1,  DeWitt  AJACK  1832-1.  Small  head  variety.  This  token  is  missing  in  all  but 
advanced  collections.  The  obverse  is  a pleasing  very  fine  with  nice  color.  The  reverse 
is  somewhat  weak  in  the  upper  center  in  that  the  letteres  "ION"  of  UNION  are  not  discern- 
able.  To  the  naked  eye,  the  token  appears  to  be  copper.  However,  metalurgical  testing 
has  revealed  it  to  be  brass.  Our  experts  have  informed  us  that  if  the  principal  added 
ingredient  to  the  copper  is  zinc,  the  metal  qualifies  as  brass.  This  piece  tested  out 
at  approximately  4'A  zinc  and  is  thus  composed  of  what  is  commonly  called  "gilders  brass". 
However,  lest  the  reader  think  that  this  is  the  so-called  unique  Low  166,  we  would  quickly 
point  out  that  not  only  is  this  token  brass,  but  so  is  the  following  lot  and  so  also  is 
the  example  in  the  catalogers  personal  collection.  It  is  therefore  our  opinion,  that 
all  examples  of  the  small  head  variety  are  brass.  In  the  absence  of  a determination  of 
the  metallic  content  of  the  other  two  varieties  of  this  token,  we  will  continue  to  call 
it  Low  1 and  suggest  that  the  metal  for  this  number  be  changed  to  brass.  To  our  knowledge, 
the  last  piece  to  have  changed  hands  did  so  about  four  years  ago  at  a price  of  $250.00 
for  a VF  specimen.  We  estimate  this  piece  should  bring  $300.00. 

Lot  2;  Low  1.  Decidedly  more  brassy  appearing,  perhaps  due  to  the  fact  that  it  has  been 
cleaned.  The  hair  detail  is  more  prominent  on  this  than  the  above.  However,  the  surface 
is  porous  and  pitted  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  It  is  still  a pleasing  example  of 
this  scarcity  and  should  bring  $250.00. 

Lot  3;  Low  15,  DeWitt  CE  1834-5.  period  variety.  A nice  extra  fine  with  clean  surfaces. 

Lot  4:  Low  24.  A sharp  AU  specimen  of  this  excessively  rare  token.  It  is  doubtful  if 
more  than  10  exist  and  of  those  probably  only  4 or  5 are  actually  collectable.  Spirited 
bidding  should  take  this  piece  to  the  $350.00  range. 

Lot  5-  Low  57,  DeWitt  MVB  1840-7.  Again,  probably  no  more  than  10  pieces  of  this  rarity 
exist.  This  example  shows  a slight  trace  of  silvering  on  the  reverse.  The  obverse  grades 
fine  while  the  reverse  is  a bit  stronger.  We  know  of  two  examples  that  have  recently 
changed  hands  in  the  $300  - $400  range.  This  speciment  should  bring  $375.00  and  well 
please  its  new  owner. 

Lot  6:  Low  70.  Less  than  10  known  of  this  excessive  rarity.  It  is  slightly  dark  and 
shallowly  struck.  Should  fit  nicely  into  some  advanced  collection  at  somewhere  near 
$■375.00 

Lot  7.  Low  72.  A superior  extra  fine  example  of  this  scarce  storecard.  We  feel  that  a 
bid  near  $175.00  will  be  needed  to  capture  this  beauty. 

Lot  8.  Low  82.  ex  Fuld  and  Ford.  The  prize  of  the  collection!  Termed  uncol 1 ec lab  I e . 

The  Adams  plates  confirm  the  existence  of  another  specimen,  but  we  have  been  unable 
to  ascertain  for  certain  the  existence  of  a third  example.  The  token  is  marred  by  a 
punch  mark  near  the  center  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  However,  the  extrreme  rarity 

makes  this  fact  insignificant.  None  better  is  available.  We  feel  confident  that  Puech, 

Bein  & Co.  will  bring  a record  price  of  $1500.00  or  better. 

Lot  9.  Low  143.  small  circle  variety  of  the  Bergan  Iron  Works  token.  A scarce  r4 . VF 

Lot  10.  Low  146.  This  Carpenter  & Mosher  storecard  is  almost  never  seen  and  is  considered 
excessively  rare.  Grading  this  piece  is  difficult  in  that  it  always  comes  crudely  struck. 

We  would  call  it  fine  to  very  fine  and  estimate  that  it  should  bring  at  least  $400.00. 

Lot  11.  Low  156.  Another  piece  that  generally  comes  weakly  struck.  This  one  is  certainly 
a very  fine  and  should  bring  close  to  the  $100.00  mark. 

Lot  12.  Low  158.  A Loomis,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Excessively  Rare!  The  Loomis  tokens  are  among 
the  most  sought-after  of  American  storecards.  Of  the  three  Hard  Times  varieties,  this  is 
the  only  collectable  one  and  it  shows  up  only  every  10-20  years  or  so.  This  example  was 
struck  on  an  uneven  planchet  with  the  result  that  the  center  of  the  reverse  received  more 
v/ear  than  the  rest  o€  the  token.  The  numerals  "34"  in  the  street  address  are  thus  completely 
obliterated  by  wear.  A real  prize  that  should  realize  $500.00  for  this  otherwise  VF  piece. 


Lot  13.  Low  162,  DeWitt  MVB  18^0-8.  A nice  clean  very  fine  specimen  that  should  easily 
real i ze  $75.00 

Lot  14.  Low  175.  A very  rare  and  difficult  piece  to  obtain,  A weak  and  crudly  struck  coin. 
The  DuPont  specimen  in  extremely  fine  brought  $100.00  at  the  1954  NENA  Convention  Sale. 

All  things  considered,  we  feel  this  to  be  a slightly  porous  extra  fine  and  estimate  that 
it  should  realize  $200.00. 

Lot  15:  Low  180.  Same  as  Low  142  but  in  copper.  A nice  VF.

Lot  16.  Civil  War  Patriotic  Token.  Die  #153  c/s  on  an  unidentified  Hard  Times  Token.  This 
is  surely  a prize  for  the  Civil  War,  Hard  Times  or  Franklin  collector.  Should  bring  a 
mi nimum  of  $75.00 

Lot  17.  Unlisted  elongated  similar  to  RELt.c4  but  the  index  finger  is  pointed  straight 
rather  than  crooked  (among  other  differences).  Followers  of  our  prices  realized  will 
have  noted  that  in  prior  sales,  our  unlisted  elongated  coins  have  all  gone  in  excess  of 

$150.00. 

Lot  18.  Unlisted  elongated.  Recently  discovered  and  called  ILL-CPIE  43A. 

Lot  19.  Scarce  Gobrecht  medal.  rev.  THE  MASS.  CHARITABLE  MECHANIC  ASSOCIATION/AWARD/TO/ 
(inscr)  CARTER  CRUME  6-  CO./FOR/AUTOMATl C/REG  I STER/EXHI Bl T I ON  OF/1895,  silver  38mm  AU.  For 
those  who  cannot  afford  a Gobrecht  Dollar,  here  is  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a beautiful 
example  of  this  designer's  art.  Minimum  bid  - $75.00. 

Lot  20.  New  York  Circus  embossed  storecard.  NY  624^.  One  of  the  most  picturesque  of  all 
American  cards.  A beautiful  extra  fine  specimen  which  we  purchased  for  our  own  collection 
over  four  years  ago  for  $50.00.  Certainly  worth  a good  deal  more  than  that  now. 

Lot  21.  Extremely  rare  New  York  Communion  token,  token  of  the  Third  Reformed  Presbn.  Cong, 
of  New  York.  American  communion  tokens  are  all  quite  rare  and  this  is  no  exception.  A 
nominal  minimum  bid  of  $100.00  is  requested  for  this  attractive  extra  fine  specimen. 

Lot  22.  Unique  Ku  Klux  Klan  token  struck  in  low  caret  gold,  type  of  Slabaugh  10.  inscribed 
on  the  edge  to  H Kyle  Ramsay  who  was  the  Imperial  Kliggripp  in  the  early  twenties.  This, 
undoubtedly,  was  a presentation  piece  given  upon  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  the  Imperial 
Wizzard,  Hi  ran  Evans,  to  California  . The  evident  wear  bespeaks  the  fact  that  it  was 
carried  by  Mr.  Ramsay  as  a pocket  piece  for  many  years.  It  is  certainly  ironic  that  the 
effect  of  the  hard  wear  on  the  portrait  of  Evans  makes  him  resemble  Booker  T,  Washington! 

We  originally  purchased  this  piece  from  William  Ross  for  $100.00  four  years  ago.  It  was 
subsequently  sold  to  a collector  for  $175.00  and  repurchased  from  him  at  a later  date  by  us. 
We  felt  that  $175.00  was  a fair  price  in  the  first  instance  and  certainly  feel  that  such 
a price  would  be  eminently  reasonable  now.  Truly  an  historical  token.
